London Jews Protest 
New Fascist Atiacks

LONDON — Jewish groups 


joined in sharp protests this week 
to the British Government for 
drastic action to stop continuing 
attacks by fascist groups, such as 
the one that recently sent two 16- 
year-old Jewish youths to the hos- 
pital with severe injuries. 

A demonstration was held by a 
group of Jewish women before 
the official residence of Prime 
Minister Clement Attlee, who was 
away when the women arrived at 
10 Downing Street. 


This week hooligans attacked 
two Jewish girls, pummeling 
them and using vile language. 
The latest attack also occurred 
in the Dalton Jewish district 
of London. 

The Hackney Trades Council, 
representing the trade unions of 
the borough, voted this week to 
send a deputation to Home Sec- 
retary James Chuter Ede to pro- 
test the growing attacks by hood- 
lums identified as followers of 
Oswald Mosley.

Disclosure that the Council is providing for a student at HUC 


and the University of Cincinnati 
as “both a human and an ideo- 
logical investment” was made by 
Rabbi Elmer Berger, Council ex- 
ecutive director, at the anti-Zion- 
ists fifth annual conference in 
Chicago last month. 


Rabbi Berger told the confer- 
ence that the Council obtained a 
student visa for Magnus Kryn- 
ski, a Polish refugee who went to 
Palestine but decided he did not 
want to live there. 


“As a former resident of Pales- 
tine and as an anti-Zionist, his 
viewpoint has commanded con- 
siderable respect among both the 
students and some of the faculty 
of Hebrew Union College,” Rabbi 
Berger told the conference. “He 
has actually obtained several 
Council members from among 
his fellow-students.” (NJP April 
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Murray L. Rothman, president 
of the Rabbinic Student Associa- 
tion at HUC, rapped Rabbi Ber- 
ger’s report for “exaggerations.” 

“The student referred to is 
NOT a member of the Rabbinic 
Student Association and _ his 
views are not representative of 
that body,” Rothman said. “On- 
ly one university student, a non- 
rabbinic resident of the dormi- 


tory, has become a member of 
the Council through the former’s 
efforts. These are the facts.”

CINCINNATI, O.—The Cincinnati chapter of the anti-Zionist 
American Council for Judaism joined with the rest of U. S. Jewry 
in hailing the first anniversary of the establishment of the State 


of Israel. 


The Cincinnati chapter was believed to be the only one of the 


Council’s 50 local units to take the 
unprecedented step, proclaimed in 
a substantial advertisement in the 
Cincinnati ISRAELITE, top Cin- 
cinnati Anglo-Jewish weekly. 


“Greetings,” was the headline 
on the advertisement, “The Cin- 
cinnati Chapter of the American 
Council for Juadism extends 
greetings to the independent State 
of Israel on the first anniversary 
of its establishment.” 


Sparkplug of the gesture of am- 
ity was believed to be Dr. Leon 
Saks, energetic, hard-working 
president of the chapter. He re- 
cently accepted membership on 
the executive campaign commit- 
tee of the United Jewish Appeal 
Welfare campaign for 1949 in Cin- 
cinnati. (NJP April 15). 


Saks Has Ideas 

The youthful dentist was report 
ed a strong supporter at the Coun- 
cil’s fifth annual conference .in 
Chicago last month for greater 
participation by the Council in lo- 
cal Jewish communal affairs. 

“We recognize and appreciate 
the great service which the new 
nation’s policy of unrestricted 
Jewish immigration has perform- 
ed for thousands of displaced and 
persecuted Jews in Europe and 
elsewhere,” the statement said 

“Without lessening this genuine 
enthusiasm and praise for the val- 
or and work of the Israeli, the 
Council takes its firm stand 
against the wave of Jewish nation- 
alism now threatening to engulf 
the Jews of Americaa and their 
institutions, 

Worrying About Nationalism 

“This nationalism implies that 
Jews can be secure only tempor- 
ariiy in parts of the world other 
than Israel and that they should 
become a_ voluntary national 
group in America, and that their 
true homeland is in Israel—even 
though this attitude is to the det- 
riment not only of integration in 
America but also to Jewish insti- 
tutions in America. 

“Possibly, at the moment, the 
American Council for Judaism 
may be a minority. But it seeks to 
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hold in check such excesses of 
zeal of such others in America 
who. the Council believes to be 
in error. 


“The Council will continue this 
policy with a friendliness equal 
to its determination and with 
continued esteem and friendship 
for the State of Israel. 


“We ask the blessing of God on 
the State of Israel,” the statement 
concluded, and then added a por- 
tion of a Council resolution adopt- 
ed at the Chicago conference: 
“that the citizens of Israel and 
those who, in the future may seek 
to rebuild their lives there, may 
enjoy life, liberty and happiness 
such as we in America have en- 
joyed for generations.” 

Despite the customary stand 
against Jewish nationalism, the 
Cincinnati chapter statement was 
in sharp contrast with national 
Council policy. Since U.S. recogni- 
tion of Israel, the Council’s posi- 
tion has been one of rigid neutral- 
ity toward a foreign state and 
complete silence on any recogni- 
tion of the brilliant record of the 
Israeli in defense and state build- 
ing in the midst of war. 


The Cincinnati chapter’s state- 
ment of “genuine enthusiasm and 
praise for the valor and work of 
the Israeli” was believed to be 
the only such announcement in 
Council public statements. 
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STATE OF ISRAEL BADLY NEEDS 
ZOA FOR MANY VITAL REASONS

enone is nothing pretty in the fact that when the important 
events took place at the United Nations, the man who first pre- 

sented the Jewish case with such drama and such dignity, was not 

there. 

As these lines are being typed, the merits of the internal strug- 
gle within the Zionist movement are being debated at the Actions 
Committee or General Council of the Zionist move- 
ment, now meeting in Jerusalem. Since May 14, 
1949, the importance of that body has become 
less than it was. It is even less because Dr. Abba 
Hillel Silver is not there. 

In the cause we have all known as Zionism, it is 
the government of Israel that is in the driver’s 
seat, and rightly so. The Jewish Agency, the ex- 
ecutive body of the Zionist organization of the world, 
is no longer the body it used to be. Out of the old 
Agency emerged the Provisional Government, like 
a chick hatched out of an egg. The new Agency formed after the 
last meeting of the Actions Committee in Israel last fall has not yet 
proven its usefulness. It demand authority, but it has not yet evolved 
any concrete plans to justify that authority. The Jewish Agency can 
claim authority only if it is in a position to do what the government 
cannot do; if it can do it better; or if it can take some burdensome 
tasks, off the hands of the government of Israel. 


But the Jewish Agency can function well only if it adequately 
represents some mass organization like the Zionist movement. It 
may, it probably should, attract some important non-Zionists to it- 
self and give them a voice. But a vigorous Zionist movement is in- 
dispensible. The constituent Zionist bodies, on their part, must be 
useful, must have definite functions. 


! 


' DURING THE TEN MONTHS of its existence, which were 
easily the most eventful months in Israel, when history moved a 
century a day, the Jewish Agency did little to take any important 
tasks off the hands of the government. When the crisis came, the 
result is an Agency which does not represent the most important 
Zionist section outside of Israel—the ZOA. The ZOA is confronted 
by the problem of where it is going to turn next. 


Thus the whole Zionist movement in the world, from the Jewish 
Agency down, is at the crossroads, but history these days is not 
waiting for any man, or any body of men. 

The Government of Israel cannot afford to bide its time. 
If it does, it will go under with the State. Its interests are iden- 
tical with what we are in the habit of calling Zionism. Jewish 
survival in America and a high degree of Jewish culture among 
American Jews are also within the interests of the State of Israel. 
But those are not its most urgent tasks. 

The State of Israel needs gift contributions, industrial invest- 
ments, human material, .trained social workers, trained technicians 
and engineers, It can get all of these more easily by a direct appeal 
to various Jewish groups and individuals in America who are in a 
position to help than by an appeal through the Jewish Agency or 
any of its constituent Zionist bodies. There is little that any of those 
bodies, such as the ZOA, can give it in that respect.

THERE IS ONE THING that the ZOA or any other Zionist body 
ean give to Israel which others cannont: an organized body of con- 
stant and tried friends. It can act as a leaven, as a co-ordinator, as a 
spark-plug. 

Zionists feel that without their role as a leaven, the current en- 
thusiasm of former non-Zionists will soon die down. But that is a 
thesis which cannot be proven black on white. There are men in the 
government who feel that they can for a long time maintain enough 
pro-Israeli sentiment among all sections of American Jewry without 
depending too much on organized Zionists. The latter often annoy 
the government by claiming a say in the affairs of Israel. 


Probably, as a result of the present Actions Committee meeting, 
the Jewish Agency will not be liquidated or reduced to impotence. 
It may be given another chance to show what it can do. Whatever 
happens to the Agency, individual Zionist bodies can still go on 
working and proving their usefulness. This applies to the ZOA. 
Its activities must be planned with the new situation in mind.

At Two Stores Which Refused To Close Saturdays

LANTA—The Atlanta Rabbinate announc- 


ed this week that two stores which have re- 
mained open on Saturday despite repeated ap- 
peals are not kosher and asked Atlanta Jewry 
not to buy products requiring kosher prepara- 
tion in those stores. 

The statement appeared in the Bulletin of 
the Ahavath Achim synagogue and was signed 
by Rabbis Joseph Cohen, Harry H. Epstein, Hy- 
man B. Friedman and Tobias Geffen. 

“We have appealed time and time again to 
the Gold Brothers and to Harold Siegel, to 
close their shops on the Sabbath as long as 
they maintain kosher signs, but they have re- 
fused to abide by our requirements,” the state- 
ment said. 

The rabbis declared they had to insist that 
merchants who advertise that their markets are 
kosher must hold to aoereaninentans neees code.

“The steady stream of com 
plaints coming into the office ¢ 
the Jewish Community Coune 
concerning the practices ang 
prices of kosher meat dealers in 
our city has intensified the efforts 
of the Council to solve this prob 
lem,” a new statement said. 


A sub-committee set up to deal 
with the issue accused the butch. 
ers earlier this year of complete 
refusal to accept any controls and 
the JCC warned it would repert in 
detail to the Detroit Jewish emo 
munity on its findings. These pre 
sumably included evidence to back 
contentions that kosher meat 
prices in Detroit were exorbiant, 


No Sale On Bulletin 

The latest statement said that 
the JCC subcommittee felt that 
“a bulletin board, stating price 
and variety of meat available, 
would tend to make the buying of 
kosher meat easier for many 
young housewives, who find shop 
ping in kosher meat markets a 
difficult practice.” 


The statement did not refer to 
the hope of the JCC that. such 
posting of prices would end wide 
Spread variations in prices for the 
same cuts in kosher meat mark 
ets. 

“The Kosher Butehers Associa 
tion thus far has refused to post 
these bulletin boards in their 
stores,” the statement said. 


Will Inform Community 

“The Jewish Community Cour 
cil feels that the community 
should be informed on this prob 
lem,” the statement said. “Kosher 
meat is a necessity and should be 
treated as such. Bad practices 
should be corrected to the gain of 
ali.” 

The JCC therefore will name 
an overall board committee 
see what can be done in a sitar 
tion that needs police power 
which is non-existent in Ameri 
ean Jewish communities. 

“Rabbis, sisterhoods and other 
womens’ organizations, together 
with the Jewish Community Cour 
cil, will deal with this complet 
problem affecting our economie 
and religious life,’ the statement 
said.

Rabbi Herzog said he 
was aware that many 
liberal U. S. Jews were disturbed 
by fears that the Orthodox bloc 
in Israel seeks to move toward 
a maximum degree of control by 
the rabbinate over the lives of 
Israeli Jews. 

He said that marriage and di- 
yorce are under the jurisdiction 
of the rabbinate. Such matters 
eome under the head of personal 
status, Which includes specifically 
marriage, divorce, administration 
of affairs of minors, wills and 
maintenance growing out of mar- 
riage contracts. 

He was asked under what legal 
controls this system operates, 
since Israel aS yet has no basic 
law. The Constitution is yet to 
be adopted. 

Since The Mandate 


He said such controls were 
yested in the rabbinate under the 
British mandatory and that the 
rabbinate now operates under the 
same law. He said he expected 
that such jurisdiction would be 
incorporated into the basic law of 
the State of Israel. 

The precise nature of rabbini- 
eal goals was outlined by Rabbi 
Goldman this way: 

“We want to embody the Jewish 
law, the Shulchan Oruch, in the 
law of the state in respect to mat- 
ters of personal status, as pre- 
viously defined.” 

He was asked whether mar- 
riage between an Israeli Jew and 
Israeli non-Jew was barred.

“any marriage prohibited by Jew- 
ish law is prohibited by the state.” 

Asked how this was enforced, 
he said there was no problem of 
enforcement. 

“Since there is no civil mar- 
riage and since no rabbi would 
perform a mixed marriage, there 
is no problem of enforcement,” 
he said. 

“In respect to such personal 
matters, then, there is no choice 
for the non-observant?” he was 
asked. 

“The problem is a purely theor- 
etical one,” he answered. “In 
such terms, the answer to that 
question is, yes.” 

About Police Power 

He was asked to what degree 
the rabbinate can turn to the 
police power of the state to en- 
force such Jewish law. 

He said that in theory, a man 
who violated the Biblical law in 
respect to support of his chil- 
dren could be jailed. 

“So far, the power of the state 
has never been applied in this 
connection,” he said.

He said one entire session of the 
forthcoming 13th annual conven 
tion at Atlantic City May 23-25 
will be devoted to plans for ex- 
tension of activities to such small- 
fr Jewish communities. Rabbi 
Caplan is chairman of the conven- 
tion committee. 

Rabbi: Emanuel Rackman of 
Far Rockaway, N. Y. will report 
m the Torah Teur and submit 
recommendations for contin- 
ting and expanding this new 
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project which sent some 40 rab- 

bis to many parts of the U. S. 

last winter. 

One of the major topics before 
the convention will be the ques- 
tion of implementing plans for a 
world religious court in Jerusa- 
lem, a project initiated last year 
by the rabbinical body. 

Rabbi Isaac Herzog, Chief Rabi 
of Israel, will address the meet- 
ing in connection with that pro- 
gram, which has been the target 
of sharp criticism from other 
branches of American Juadism.

He said the opposition could 
not be defined in terms of any 
specific party or similar group- 
ings in Israel. He said the opposi- 
tion was represented in various 
parts of the Israeli Jewish popu- 
lation. 

Rabbi Herzog said there was 
widespread misunderstanding in 
the U. S. Jewish community 
about the proposed religious cen- 
ter in Jerusalem. Specifically 
commenting on warnings by U. S. 
Reform spokesmen challenging 
the right of the Rabbinical Coun- 
cil to start such talks with him, 
Rabbi Herzog said the fears were 
groundless. 

He explained that as he under- 
stood it, the talks would look 
towarda permanent conference of 
Jewish rabbinical scholars. He 
said that at present the talks, 
which were opened last year on 
the initiative of Dr. Israel Tabak, 
Rabbinical Council _ president, 


were purely in the discussion 
stage. No plans for specific ma- 
chinery have been outlined, he 
said. 


In respect to fears of non-Or- 
thodox elements in U. S. Judaism, 
Rabbi Herzog indicated that the 
fears were groundless. 

“The influence of the proposed 
conference would be entirely vol- 
untary,” he explained. “There is 
no question of coercion. The pro- 
posed conference would draw its 
authority entirely from the pres- 
tige and status of those who 
would serve.” 

He emphasized that the _ pro- 
posed conference would have no 
power of compulsion. 

Asked how representatives of 
the proposed conference would be 
chosen, he said that remained to 
be worked out. He said some of 
the problems probably would be 
considered at the Rabbinical Coun- 
cil convention in Atlantic City 
this month. He is scheduled to 
address the convention. 
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YIDDISH OR HEBREW LOVERS — 
WHICH ARE CLOSER TO JUDAISM?

T all started innocently enough 

when someone confessed that 
he knew not a word of Yiddish, 
but was quite fluent in Hebrew. 
He is a young American Jew of 
the second or third generation, 
and to some he 
an anom- 

aly. The conver- 
sation abruptly 
veered from tri- 
vialities to dis- 
, cussion of vital 
questions of con- 
temporary Jew- 
ish life. 

One outspoken 
participant put it this way: He- 
brew is identified with Jewish 
survival and renaissance. When 
you meet a person who reads 
and. speaks the language you 
think of him as one who is vital- 
ly interested in Jewish life. Yid- 
dish is identified with the Golus, 
with recent immigrants to Amer- 
ica. People speak Yiddish only 
because it is the only language 
they know well. Tens of thou- 
sands of American Jews would 
list Yiddish as their primary 
language, but there is nothing 
else in their loyalties or affilia- 





tions which would characterize 
them as actively interested in 
Judaism. 


This*point of view was quickly 
put under fire. What do you 
mean by Judaism? Certainly it 
can not be maintained that He- 
braists are loyal adherents of 
Judaism, in tHe religious sense? 
Hebraists don’t distinguish them- 
selves for synagogue attendance 
any more than the Yiddishists do. 


True, came the thoughtful 
reply, but Hebrew is more 
than just a language, more 


than just a means of commu- 
nication. It has a sanctity all 
its own, and it breathes a 
spirit which is related to the 


whole of Jewish _ history, 
whereas Yiddish, even in its 
finest literature, never pene- 


trates to the sources of Jew- 
ish life. 

That may mean, however, that 
Hebraists have made a religion 
out of their Hebrew, and have 
accepted it as an easy substitute 
for traditional Judaism. 

The others joined in the con- 
versation, but few had answers. 
All phrased their contributions 
as questions. 

& 

IF ITS TRUE THAT the He- 
brew speaker is identified as an 
exponent of positive Jewish sur- 


vival, what are the elements 
which distinguish him, aside 


from knowledge of the tongue? 
The act of speaking or reading 
Hebrew requires deliberate, con- 
scious effort, whereas the person 
who uses Yiddish does so as a 
The He- 


matter of convenience. 
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braist is always thought of as 
a Zionist, interested in the build- 
ing of the Jewish Homeland in 
Palestine. 


On the other hand, almost ev- 
ery Jew is, in that sense, a 


Zionist today. Pride in the 
State of Israel is equally 
Strong among all groups of 


American Jews today. 


Well, then, if it isn’t devotion 
to a Jewish faith which spells 
the difference, and if it isn’t any 
different with respect to attitude 
toward Israel, what is it that 
marks the special Jewish char- 
acteristics of those who, respec- 
tively, speak Hebrew or Yiddish? 

The case was cited of parents 
who, indifferent to the kind of 
Jewish education their children 
were receiving at a local syna- 
gogue school, rejoiced when they 
found that a course in Yiddish 
had been introduced. Why? Sev- 
eral of the Jewish labor groups 
can without doubt cite interest- 
ing statistics of enrollment at 
their schools where Yiddish, and 
not Hebrew is the principal lan- 
guage taught. 


YET THE FEELING persists 
that it is the Hebrew-speaking 
family which is closer to the 
primary sources of Jewish life, 
even though the precise reasons 
escaped detection in this partic: 
ular discussion. Is it a matter of 
culture? Can there be loyalty to 
a Jewish culture—a secular Jew- 
ish culture, as it were—and does 
this constitute a satisfactory phil- 
osophy of Jewish living? 

We’re not religious, two par- 
ents could agree. We don’t at- 
tend synagogue. We are both 
thrilled by the emergence of the 
Jewish State. We both hope to 
visit Israel, but only for a visit. 
We both contribute to Jewish 
philanthropies. Yet one parent 
sends his children to a Sholem 
Aleichem Folk Shule and hopes 
that they will get a good educa- 
tion in Yiddish. The other sends 
his youngsters to a progressive 
Hebrew School and wants them 
to master Hebrew, though not 
necessarily for religious reasons. 
And their paths merge again as 
both parents proclaim that they 
are good Jews. 


Is the difference in their em- 
phasis on language only super- 
ficial, or is there something 
deeper? And in what respect are 


they “good Jews’?

BERLIN—(JTA)—More than 
500 Jews living in the Russian 
sector “of this city attended a 
meeting this week in the com- 
munity synagogue called to pro- 
test against the acquittal by a

Harlan, former Nazi film director “

Hebrew music written about 
Judaism by musicians of the faith 
is oftimes more typical than it is 
artistic. Jewish composers by and 
large seem unhappily to rush to- 
ward emotion which obliterates 
much that is fine in their music 
and blurs sentiment into_ senti- 
mentality. Very few Jewish com- 
posers write successfully for the 
genre. When they do, their work 
is likely to be accepted with a 
greater enthusiasm than it de- 
serves. 

“What is Torah?” was written 
in 1942 and since then has been 
performed hundreds of times .be- 
fore thousands of people in this 
country, Canada, Europe and Pal 
estine. This is the first recording, 
and a very fine one, of the canta- 
ta. The text attempts to convey 
the richness, power, tenderness 
and the beauty which Torah has 
meant to countless generaticns of 
Jewish people. The melodic ma- 
terial is adapted from religious 
and folk music. 

The composition is not the best 
it could be, but far better than it 
might have been. In spots, an ob- 
session with grandeur pierces the 
colorful fabric of the text, and the 
music should really have been 
scored for full orchestra. 

But the whole is better than 
the sum total of its parts. The 


opening recitation, broad and 
calm, ies the 


listener back to 
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the beginning of religious time, 

setting the stage for the rest to 

come. Segal’s work throughout 
is constrained and dignified. 

The whole recording has a nice 
effect in which the deep voice of 
Norman Rose and the lovely hush- 
ed one of Ruth York are set to 
best advantage. Even the piano 
does not sound too bad, although 
the score was written with such 
imagination that it seems a 
shame to have it played out to 
the accompaniment of only a pi- 
ano. 

Judith TEisenstein’s prose is 
Biblical in sonority and weaves 
back and forth between assurance 
of its own metaphor and the ex- 
pertly contrived fragmentation of 
the history of the Torah. It is a 
good text, and the narrators do 
a professional job with it. I could 
have done without the choir and 
unison singing, always a mistake 
in composition unless the unison 
really encompasses really good 
male voices. Most temple and con- 
gregational choirs rarely measure 
up to that standard. 

I think about Leopold Bern- 
Stein’s “Jeremiah” Symphony in 
connection with this. Bernstein 
did essentially the same thing 
the Eisenstein’s attempted but 
somewhat better because he had 
an orchestra behind him and a 
more starkly vivid conception of 
Genesis, 

“What Is Torah?” if re-scored 
and revised here and there should, 
= in my estimation at least, be good 
enough for large-scale commercial 
reproduction. J. G.

He writes: “In our new Synagogue structure which was erect- 
ed last year, our Synagogue and Auditorium were built contiguous 
and they are separated by a folding sash which is electrically op- 
erated. The Synagogue portion seats approximately 450 persons 
while the Auditorium seats about 650 persons. The Synagogue 
pulpit faces west and the Auditorium stage which is set back 
faces north. For normal purposes both Synagogue and Auditorium 
are very adequate. On special occasions such as the High Holy 
Days we avail ourselves of the overall capacity. Since the building 
was designed with this plan in mind there are no obstructions 
whatsoever in either the Synagogue or Auditorium which would 
hamper vision from any part of either. Even the folded sash is 
contained in recessed compartments. 


“The only slight inconvenience entailed in this plan is that it 
precludes the use of permanent pews in the Auditorium portion. 
But this is an inconvenience which we experience only on three or 
four days during the year and it is more than offset by the tre- 
mendous economy in both construction costs and operating expen- 
ses. May I add significantly that from the esthetic point of view 
our Synagogue is considered by many second to none in the city 
of Philadelphia.”

For the Vital Jewish News 
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Mr. Frisch Is The Wrong Man 


LTHOUGH the election of Daniel Frisch to 

the presidency of the Zionist Organiza- 

tion of America seems assured, The Post will 
not get on the bandwagon. 

Mr. Frisch will undoubtedly give the ZOA an 
excellent administration from a business and 
technical standpoint. His devotion to Zionism 
and to the ZOA does not mean gracing the 
speaker’s platform alone; it means long hours 
of work and painstaking attention to the details 
of operation of the ZOA. 

Mr. Frisch also is a traditional Jew. It is this 
fundamental outlook of the man which has 
earned him the support of Dr. Trude Weiss- 
Rosmarin, famous editor of the Jewish SPEC- 
TATOR, and from many others who see in him 
the personification of their own desire and need 
to strengthen Judaism along with the fight for 
the Zionist ideal. In Indianapolis, Mr. Frisch 
was president of Beth El Congregation and the 
solid administration he gave that Conservative 
Temple made it grow quickly to the leading con- 
gregation in the city. 

So far, so good. So far Mr. Frisch could be 
The Post’s man too, for in addition it is indebt- 
ed to him in more ways than one. But Mr. 
Frisch’s determination leads him to excesses 
which in other days would have earned him the 
label of dictator. He is a ruthless man when op- 
posed, and to him the ends justify the means. 
He is a cynic when it comes to democracy. He 
has no faith in democratic processes. 

On these grounds alone, The Post would 
have to count itself with the opposition to Mr. 
Frisch, 


The kind of leader the ZOA needs, that Zion- 
ism in the United States needs, is a leader pos- 
sessing not only Mr. Frisch’s zeal and devo- 
tion but also one with vision and imagination 
and an understanding of the tremedous revolu- 
tion taking place in the U. S. Jewish commun- 
ity. 

In 1933 the centripetal forces leading to 
the gradual inanition of the U. S. Jewish com- 
munity began to grind slowly to a halt. Hitler 
and Israel, 6,000,000 dead and the birth of a new 
state—these are eruptions whose impact would 
stall a planet, much less revive an ailing civili- 
zation. 

So a new Jewish community is emerging. It 
is a community which requires leaders with the 
broadest imagination and understanding. While 
the evidence of the change in the U. S. Jewish 
ommunity have been emerging, Mr. Frisch has 
been writing on Zionism—letters, essays, com- 
ments; certainly ten times as much as any other 
person. Yet with all these words, he has said 
no more than anyone else. His contribution 
to the understanding and solution of current 
Zionist problems has been nil. 

In normal times, Mr. Frisch’s ascendancy to 
office would have been a natural result of his 
labors in the field of Zionism. But these are 
hardly normal times. What is needed today is 
not only a statesman but a statesman of the 
highest order. Can Mr. Frisch rise above the 
class of the politician? Can he prove himself 
a bigger man than he has thus far shown, and 
fulfill the historic opportunity that has come to 
him? 


Terms of Peace in ZOA Credit To New Leadership 


HE terms of the peace agreement between 
Daniel Frisch and the opposition Com- 
mittee for Progressive Zionism should meet 
with universal approval. This is statesmanship 
of the highest order and it brings peace to the 
Zionist ranks when the need for unity is most 
urgent. 

The willingness of the Frisch group to give 
up to the CPZ many important posts indicates 
a sincere desire on the part of the incoming 
administration to bring together in the work 
for Zionism all those who wish to make a con- 
tribution. 

It should be pointed out that Mr. Frisch could 
have walked into offiice with or without the aid 
of CPZ votes. He did not have to yield anything 


and could have followed the precedent of the 
outgoing Neumann administration which in- 
stead of giving the minority full voice in the 
administration, offered them a paltry six seats 
on the executive. 


All of this augurs well for the new adminis 
tration. The tasks it faces are secondary only 
to those mastered by the Silver-Neumann forces 
in the political fight to bring about the estab- 
lishment of the Jewish State. In a very real 
sense, this new battle will call for every bit as 
much courage and brains. The start being made 
indicates that if success cannnot be achieved, at 
least no obstacles of a personal nature will be 
thrown into the drive toward the goal. 


This Wrong Cannot Go Unanswered 


HAT was a nasty and vicious attack on 
T Carl Alpert by Trude Weiss-Rosmarin in 
her Jewish SPECTATOR for April. 

The lady tries her best to place the blame 
for the failure of the Neumann administration 
in the Zionist Organization of America on Mr. 
Alpert who, other than Sidney Marks, is the 
one consecrated and devoted man in the organ- 
ization. Yet, in the attempt, Dr. Weiss-Rosmarin 
stays her pen when she has to refer to Dr. 
Neurnann, which gives her performance all the 
straightforwardness of a Tammany Hall char- 
acter assissination at its worst. 

Because the entire U.S. Jewish community has 
not embraced Herzlian Zionism and has not 
gone through a spiritual transformation, Car] 
Alpert is to blame. 

Fifteen hundred rabbis, all our synagogues 
and Hillel Foundations, all our national Jewish 
organizations have been fighting the good fight 
for years and just because it hasn’t been won, 
then Carl Alpert must be pilloried. That kind of 
attack is too cheap and Dr. Weis-Rosmarin 
won’t be able to get away with it. 

She makes a good deal out of the fact that 
more money was allocated for Zionist educa- 


tion work this year than ever before. She draws 
a pen portrait which makes one think of a 
vast machinery headed by a well-paid staff of 
officials, all functioning, or not functioning as 
she charges, under Mr. Alpert as head of the 
ZOA education department. 

The truth is—-and Dr. Weiss-Rosmarin knows 
it--that Mr. Alpert is himself the ZOA edu- 
cation department. Other than Carl Alpert, there 
is only a stenographer to help him and as a 
result Mr. Alpert devotes nearer 80 hours than 
40 hours a week to his work. And, if the truth 
were known, no one either in or out of the edu- 
cation department has ever heard Mr. Alpert 
complain. 

Unquestionably he will resent this instrusion 
on his behalf by The Post, but Mrs. Weiss-Ros- 
marin’s intemperate attack should not be al- 
lowed to go unanswered. There are many 
things wrong with @e present administration of 
the ZOA, but to heap unwarranted blame on the 
one capable and efficient man in that adminis- 
tration will lead only to irreparable harm and 
just about kill morale in a staff that knows 
pretty well who is and who is not efficient.

PUBLICATION OF MRS. OTT’S VERSION 
OF 23rd PSALM MISTAKE, SAYS RABBI 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

I am writing today in protest 
over the publication on Page 9 
of the May 6th issue of The Post 
of Lillian Reznick Ott’s version 
of the Twenty-Third Psalm. I am 
surprised, indeed, that The Post 
would print such a piece, reflect- 
ing as it does upon the entire 
American Rabbinate, and under- 
mining the confidence of the com- 
munities in their spiritual lead- 
ers. I think that you will agree 
with me that generalization is 
unwarranted. 

No individual among the Rab- 
bis will argue that there are not 
a few in our midst who are guilty 
of the charges contained in the 
“Ott-rocity.” There are some 
Rabbis, like the one advertising 
on the back page of The Post, 
who are more concerned about 
personal aggrandizement and 
“larger fields of service,” than 
they are about preaching and 
teaching the ‘will of God.

Talks on Jerusalem

The JTA News of May 8th, in 
its report on the meeting between 
Cardinal Spellman and Dr. Chaim 
Weitzmann, reveals the informa- 
tion that the two men were 
brought together through the 
good offices of President Harry 
Truman, supposedly, for the pur- 
pose of discussing and, where 
possible, to clear up some of the 
issues involving the status of 
Jerusalem. Presuming that this 
report is without error, then I

PROCESS U. S. COMMUNITIES FINANCE 
FAMILY HOUSING PROJECTS FOR ISRAEL 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

There are unmistakable signs 
that a crisis is shaping up. Un- 
less new homes will become 
available~at double or triple the 
rate at which these are now com- 
pleted, the Government of Israel 
and the Jewish Agency will soon 
be face to face with one of the 
most difficult decisions ever 
called upon to make, namely the 
necessity of placing a curb on 
immigration. 


This is not an imaginary fear. 
It is substantiated by a dispatch 


in the April 24th issue of the 
New York TIMES from its cor- 
respondent in Tel Aviv; by a 


statement of Chief Rabbi Herzog 
a week ago upon his arrival in 
this country and by a number of 
other reports less explicit but no 
less strongly hinting that this 
step is under continuous consid- 
eration. It would be nothing less 
than a calamity if the Jewish 
Government would by extreme 
necessity be forced .to limit im- 
migration and close the gates, 
even temporarily, to Jews who 
for years survived solely on the 
hope of reaching Eretz Yisrael. 
It would be a blot on World 
Jewry and the World Zionist 
movement if in this year of great 
achievement and still greater op- 
portunity they would fail to hold 
out the torch of liberty to Israel’s 
sons and daughters whose one 
desire it is to rebuild their lives 
in the Jewish Homeland. 


The problem is principally a 
financial one. Its solution lies 
in making sufficient funds avail- 
able so that the number of build- 
ing projects constantly under- 
way can be stepped up to double 
or threefold. Manpower, land 
and materials are abundant. The 
large building organizations in 
Israel are able to expand their 
operations on a very consider- 
able scale. The Israeli Govern- 
ment, the Jewish Agency, the Na- 
tional and Labor Institutions 
have, however, about reached the 
limit of the funds which they can 
set aside for the financing of 
home building. Only private 
capital ean’ now alleviate the 
critical situation. 

American Jewry should feel 
that this is a challenge te the 
largest and most prospereus Jew- 
ish community in the world and 
that on it rests the responsibility 
to step in the breach and supply 
this needed capital on an invest- 
ment basis. Hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars are needed if 
they are to be adequate for the 
herculean task to provide for the 
estimated one million repatriates 
who are expected to arrive with- 
in the next four or five years. 
These invested funds will earn 
annual dividends or interest, de- 
pending on the form of the in- 
vestment. The funds will be re- 
turned to the investor after a 
certain number of years or at 
his option be made into perma-

nent investment. The quality of 
the investment vies with the best 
anywhere offered and is fully 
secured.

NEW YORK-—(‘(WNS)—A total 
of 62,000 Jewish immigrants, the 
majority of them displaced per- 
sons, reached the United States 
between May, 1946, and Aprfil, 
1949, according to a survey made 
public this week by United Serv- 
ice for New Americans in connec- 
tion with the nation-wide observ- 
ance of “I Am An American 
Day.”

FTER a cultural era ends 
there is often an intellectu 
al and emotional preoccupation 
with some of its aspects. Fre- 


quently this takes an ambivalent 
form, shamefacedly denying or ig- 
noring ties and similarities _ be- 
tween the present and this past, 
or romantically cherishing its val- 
ues and reading new meanings in- 
to what was commonplace. On the 
literary side, novels are laid in the 
irrecoverable period, its turns of 
phrase are exploited, and the writ- 
ers who flowered within it are 
mentioned with 
respect.

this way. The 


rusticity and in i 
nocence of Kasrilevka embarras- 
ses us. Tevye the milkman, Kopel 
the cobbler, Aleck the mechanic; 
the yeshiva bochers, matchmak- 
ers, moneylenders, beadles, heal- 
ers with beards, earlocks and gab- 
ardines, full of superstitions of the 
evil eye ond of the ever’ ready 
goodness of the Holy One, blessed 
be He—can these be our forefa- 
thers? Are we, superior Ameri- 
can doctors, dentists, lawyers, 
businessmen, authors, really so 
close to this inelegant life? This 
is the reaction on its most elemen- 
tary plane; let us put Kasrilevka 
out of mind and memory and as- 
sume that our ancestors went 
straight, if not from Sura and 
Pumbeditha, at least from western 
Europe, to the Bronx. The four 
centuries in Poland and Russia 
never existed; we are not so much 
ashamed of, as_ discountenced 
by them.

The other aspect of this ambi- 
valence finds expression in col- 
lecting and preserving memen- 
toes. How quaint! we exclaim, 
looking back detachedly on Kas- 
rilevka, how charming! We are 
thoroughly sophisticated, genial 
agnostics, Americans of Jewish 
descent, who can view with com- 
placent appreciation the oddities 
of Sholem Aleichem’s characters 
in much the spirit we look upon 
the antiques which grace our liv- 
ingrooms or the hooked rugs on 
our bedroom floors. 


Whether Yiddish is a dying lan- 
guage is, of course, disputable. I 
have heard it is or was one of the 
official tongues of Birobidjan, and 
that the Soviet government en- 


“™ courages the production of litera- 


ture in it—so long as the author 
follows the party line. Even if Yid- 
dish should survive this burden 
as well as the weight of official 
Hebrew in Israel and atrophy in 
the United States, it cannot be 
denied that the culture which pro- 
duced Sholom Aleichem belongs 
to the past. Hence the excellent 
work of Maurice Samuel and the 
painfully anxious translations of 
Mrs. Butwin and her late husband 
are in the nature of a nostalgic 
look backward rather than an ex- 
position of living literature. 


There is no reason to suppose 
that Sholom Aleichem would ob- 
ject. He himself was constant- 
ly aware that the world of 
which he wrote was a vanishing 
or at least a rapidly changing, 
one. Indeed, one of the stories 
in the present collection is sub- 
headed, “Sketches of Disappear- 
ing Types”; others are deliber- 
ately laid in the past, as though 
their fleeting atmosphere could 
only so be preserved. And the 
last story in the Tevye cycle is 
Significantly one of exodus. 


Besides, Sholom Aleichem was 
fascinated by the color, and pre- 
sumably by the symbolism of the 
railway journey. Many of his stor- 
ies take place within this frame- 
work; all those in which Tevye 
relates the-marriage of his daugh- 
ters use it to introduce them. Now 
when a man takes a_ train he 
leaves the past behind and em- 
barks for the future. Consciously 
or unconsciously, Sholom Alei- 
chem was always leaving Kasri- 
levka behind; looking wistfully 
back out of the window perhaps, 
yearning for it, but inevitably 
seeing it fade as the engine pulled

away from the station. 

Still, Kasrilevka existed, yes and 
Yehupetz and Boiperik too, in 
more than Sholom Aleichem’s im- 
agination. True, not all Jews 
stopped there; many escaping 
from the mad gentile fury charac- 
terizing the enlightenment and 
dawning culture of the Renais- 
sance came no closer than Italy, 
the Rhineland, or the Muslim 
countries, But by the peculiar 
bookkeeping of the Diaspora, Kas- 
rilevka belongs to all Jews, Seph- 
ardim and Ashkenazim, those who 
accept the invitation to escape per- 
secution by migrating beyond the 
vistula as well as those who did 
not. From Kasrilevka, from that 
part which emigrated, from that 
part existing only in the hearsay 
of Jews living elsewhere, from 
that part martyred by Haman, 
sprang the invigorating impulse 
which today sends us toward life. 


One of the most _ salient 
symptoms of this impulse is the 
Jewish sense of dramatic rhythm, 
the Jewish bent toward irony. It 
is this irony (“. .. he collected 
for the poor from the poor .. .’’) 
which distinguishes the stories in 
“Tevye’s Daughters.” Like all 
Jewish humor, it is never point- 
less, never funny for the sake of 
being funny, never without bite. 


The schlimazels suffer their 
misfortunes so that we may re- 
alize what we must never forget 
on pain of assimilation: what it 
means to be a Jew in little as in 
big thing. Our smile at Tevye the 
milkman is a wry one, for in spite 
of our polish and his innocence, 
there, by the grace of God indeed, 
go we. 


Mrs. Butwin’s translation is 
valiant and painstaking. I only 
wish she had relaxed her rever- 
ence for the orgiinal a little, been 
a trifle freer, bolder, careless, less 
diffident. To take a single exam- 
ple, I wish she had used the 
phrase in translation which has 
now, thanks to Fred Allen, be- 
come an American colloquialism: 
“You should excuse the expres- 
sion” rather than the dull and 
leaden, “Please pardon my men- 
tioning it.” 

In spite of the defects of trans- 
lation Sholom Aleichem manages 
to come through the barriers of 
language and conventions of 
speech. Tevye’s misquotations 
and verbal bumblings are largely 
lost, but many more important 
aspects remain. “. .. give my 
greetings to all our friends and 
tell them not to worry. Our an- 
ecient God still lives!”

HOLMAN SAYS ISRAEL NEEDS 
ALL KINDS OF SPORTS TEACHERS 


By HASKELL COHEN 

SRAEL’S greatest sports need 

is for trained instructors, addi- 
tional equipment, and increased 
facilities, according to City Col- 
lege basketball coach, Nat Hol- 
man, recently returned from a 
three-week stay in Israel, where 
he went at the 
invitation of the 
government __ to 
inaugurate a bas- 
ketball program. 

Holman’s trip 
was the first in 
a series that will 
see leading 
American sports 

a figures go to Is- 
rael to encourage the growth of 
sports, according to Judge Sam- 
uel Liebowitz, chairman of the 
US-Israel Sports Committee which 
sponsored the trip. 

Holman found basketball to be 
the number one sport in Israel 
with swimming and soccer fol 
lowing. He estimated that close 
to 80 percent of the country’s 
youth had played the sport. 

Spending 21 days in Israel, Hol- 
man worked five hours a day with 
a select group of 40, teaching 
them the fine points of the game. 

(During the basketball season, 
Holman usually holds a 2-hour 
daily session for his CCNY five.) 

The players use our rules and 
are of average height with the 
men of 6-2 or 6-3 considered ‘big.’ 
When he arrived, Holman found 
that all used the zone defense, a 
carry-over from their soccer back- 
ground with its set defensive play. 

“The Isrealis,” he said, “were 
all tough and rugged, hardened 
by their work in the fields. They 
played without taking time out 
and looked as if they could keep 
going indefinitely.” 

Most of the basketball in Israel 
is played outdoors on concrete 
courts and the climate is ideal, 
he said, permitting the game to 
be played for 7 or 8 months in 
the year. 

Great progress was made, Hol- 
man believes, in the short time 
he was there, but first-rate instruc- 
tion on a permanent basis is badly 
needed. The 40 men who took his 
course are going to the different 
settlements and pass on what they 
learned, acting as instructors and 
coaches in turn, Holman added. 

While in Israel, Holman vis- 
ited five of the leading cities, 
including Tel Aviv, and was at 
seven settlements. 

“I saw a great love of sports 
among the people,” he said, “but 
they have been too busy protect- 
ing and developing their land to 
play. However, they hope to es- 
tablish a widespread sports pro- 
gram so that the youngsters can 
have some fun while getting their 
physical training.”

NEW YORK — (JTA) — The 
Central Location Index, set up 
in 1944 as a central clearing 
house for Jewish and non-Jew- 
ish displaced persons’ seeking 
and being sought by relatives 
throughout the world, has sus- 
pended operations, it was an- 
nounced this week. Approximate- 
ly 50,000 locations were made by 
the Index since its inception, the 
agency’s final report declared. 
Of these, 40,000 survived the war 
while the remaining 10,000 were 
victims of the Nazis.

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Many Plan to Stay in Germany But 
U.S. Relief Groups Think Only of DPs 


German Jews Could Be Organized 
As Reform Group, Says U.S. Rabbi 


BERLIN—An American Reform rabbi said this week that there 
is a substantial Reform element in the German Jewish community 
which does not intend to emigrate and which is getting no help in 
rebuilding communal life from existing Jewish relief organizations, 

Rabbi Steven S. Schwarzchild made the statement in a letter to 
Dr. Julian Morgernstern, president-emeritus of Hebrew Union college, 
of which the Berlin stationed rabbi is a graduate. 

He said that the relief organizations, particularly the Amer- 
ican Joint Distribution Committee, were geared only to help the 
DPs, most of them Orthodox. He argued that the organizations 
had neither the outlook nor interest to help the non-Orthodox 
remnant which planned to rebuild communa! life in Germany and 
other parts of Western Europe. 

“It is extremely important to let American Jewry know that 
there are Jews in Europe, and in Germany particularly who, though 
not orthodox and not Eastern European, are most decidedly Jews,” 
the rabbi said. 

He said the Joint Distribution Committee, both in Europe and 
in America, ‘is staffed by people who, by their descent and their en- 
tire outlook, have tended to consider Jewish Europe only that part of 
it which corresponded to their own particular form of Jewish life.” 

“This organization must be insistently reminded by liberal (re- 
form) American Jewry that its task is not over when the DP prob- 
lems have been solved one way or the other,’’ Rabbi Schwarszchild 
said. 

He cited the Berlin community as an example, asserting that 
more than 65 per cent of the membership was liberal. 

He said his task as a religious leader was aggravagated by the 
fact that foreign relief organizations, particularly those from the 
U.S., “have directed their work and the interests of their supporters 
in America exclusivly to the so-called DPs, i.e., on the whole to 
Orthodox Jews. 

“Now that this aspect of European Jewish life is gradually but 
surely being eliminated they do not know how to cope with another 
aspect whose existence they have so far almost completely neglected 
and which they are not at all sure can justifiably be called Jewish 
at all.” 

The young rabbi said he was convinced that “those Jews who 
do not want or who can not emigrate or who are married to 
people who were not born as Jews, also form part of our com- 
munity, a part, furthermore, which will constitute a new and po- 
tentially fruitful element.” 

“The weight and the views of Orthodoxy hang heavily upon this 
community; it tries to deal with an unprecedented situation with 
completely conventional means,” he said. 

He said American Reform Jewry had a “tremendous obligation” 
in the German-Jewish situation and that “no narrow considerations, 
no prejudices and certainly no indifference o the part of American 
Jewry, such as that of the JDC, should be allowed to prevent the 
development of a renascent Jewish community.”

-AUSTERITY TO COVER CLOTHING

Government announced this 


week that food rationing will be introduced throughout the country 
under the austerity program approved by the Knesset this week. 
The new food ration will restrict the population to a daily con- 


sumption of 360 grams of bread, 
meat and a monthly consumption 
of 12 eggs. 

Dr. Dov Joseph, Minister of 
Food and Supply, told represen- 
tatives of the press that the mon- 
thly consumption of food under 
the new austerity diet will cost 
about six pounds—or approxi- 
mately $18—per capita. He ex- 
pressed certainity that the re- 
stricted diet will improve public 
health. 


Ration books covering the pro- 
visions of the new program will 
be issued within a month's time, 
the Minister said. Clothing and 
shoes will also be rationed, he 
added. The government is now 
studying means of absorbing the 
purchasing power created by the 
“austerity” measures and a pro-

Finally Completed

NEW YORK—A meeting of the 


United Palestine Appeal board 
last week accepted a formula for 
community representation that 
developed from the fight which 
ended in loss of control of the 
UPA by the Zionist Organization 
of America. 

The formula, worked out by 
the Council of Jewish Federa- 
tions and Welfare Funds provid- 
ed for 40 per cent local com- 
munal representation on the 
UPA, largest constituent agency 
of the United Jewish Appeal. 

Of the 120 man board, 48 will 
come from communities. Twenty” 
will come from 20 communities 
of 20,000 and more Jewish pop- 


ulation. Twelve will come from 
eight regions comprising 23 
cities, 10 from New York and 


two each from Los Angeles, 
Philadelphia and Chicago. 

The Palestine Foundation 
Fund and the Jewish National 
Fund, which together make up 
the United Palestine Appeal, 
have 72 members on the board. 

The agreement worked out by 
the CJFWF ended the threat late 
last year of a separate fund drive 
for Israel by the Committee of 
Contributors, a group of large 
givers organized in opposition to 
UPA control by the ZOA. (NJP,

British Chief Rabbi Attacks 
Reform as Threat to Judaism 


LONDON—The Chief Rabbi of England warned this week that 


non-Orthodox elements in British 


Jewry would destroy Judaism in 


England if all Orthodox elements did not unify their forces for a 


fight for traditional ways. 


Rabbi Israel Brodie made the statement last week at a three. 


day Conference of Angio-Jewish 
Preachers in defending a ruling 
on issuance of marriage certifi- 
cates which led to a walkout of 
Reform Jews from the British 
Board of Deputies. 

The conflict developed over a 
resolution which would have em- 
powered the president of the 
board to appiont marriage regis- 
trars for Reform synagogues. 

The motion was beaten after 
heated debate on the grounds that 
the Board of Deputies chacter 
recognizes only Orthodox Judaism 
and that therefore marriage reg- 
istrars could be appointed only 
by rabbinical authorities—the 
Chief Rabbi and the Beth Din 
(rabbinical court). 


Chief Rabbi Intervened 

The Chief Rabbi said he had 
been asked for and had given a 
decision which he said had some 
influence in defeating the pro- 
posed amendment. 

He said he was disturbed by 
the fact that some members of 
the Orthodox communities repre- 
sented on the Board of Deputies 
had decided not to follow his ad- 
vice. 

He Said those who adhere to the 
Orthodox interpretation must 
support the authority of the Chief 
Rabbi. ’ 

He said a unified Orthodoxy 
was needed to fight against 
secularism, indifference, and 
against an aggressive attitude 
in those who spoke in the name 
,of “Progressive Judaism.” 

Unless the Orthodox stood to- 
gether and were prepared to fight 
for their views, the Chief Rabbi 
said, then far from his being 
charged with splitting the com- 
munity, it would be the Reform 
movement that would destroy and 
disrupt British Judaism.

LONDON — (JTA) — Estap- 
lishment of a Sanhedrin or high 
tribunal for the first time in 
almost 2,000 years of Jewish his- 
tory was proposed here at a con- 
ference of Anglo-Jewish rabbis.
